Pavis, Funer.N.S. Ie is written from 
Meffina, that the Marquis de Grazia-Real 
who commands the Siege of Syracufa, had 
demanded 17 Pieces of Cannon more to 
forward the Siege of that Place, General 
R: na perfifting in his Refolution to defend 
himfelf to the laft Extremity. 

Letters from the Camp of Sabionetto, 
of the 18th paft, import, that a Bridge 
had been laid over the Po at Viadana, 
where feven Regiments are already potted ; 
that the King of Sardinia and the Marfhal 
de Noailes were the 19th to arrive at Gua- 


ftalla, where the Duke de Montemar was 


to meet them ; and that afterwards a great 
Council of War was to be held, to oblige 
the Germans to repafs the Po. Thefe 
Letters add, that 30 Battalions and 7000 
Spanifh Horfe, were aCtually in the Mo- 
deneze, and that proper Difpofitions were 
making for the Siege of Mirandola. 

From Florence, of the 16th palt, we 
hear, that the Marquis de las Minas had 
taken Monte-Philippo and Fort St. Kathe- 
rine, at Difcretion, which was blocked up 
by the Siege of Orbitello; that he was 
carrying on that of Porto-Ercole ; and 
that after the taking of that Place, he was 
to march to Lombardy.

and Thomas Lattimer, for Horfe-{tealing.
